Re-Opening of Cotton 


Mills Soon to Give 
Employment to 300 


Re-opening of the Corsicana Cotton Mills in about ten 


days was announced Thursday by M. E. Woodrow, gen- 
eral manager of the mills. The tentative date for start- 
ing operations now is October 30. 


According to the present plans operations will be re- 


sumed as soon as the crew can be re-assembled and cer- 
tain necessary changes and re-adjustments made in ma- 
chinery. In the past the mill has .manufactured only 
ducks and similar products, but mill executives have in- 
dicated that a variety of cloths will be made in the fu- 
ture in an effort to maintain operations throughout the 
entire year. 


300 Will Be Employed. 


Operating plans call 
for 
the 
working of two shifts which will 
supply employment to about 300 
people. 
The mill started up in 
the spring and ran for several 
months but has been closed since 
mid-summer. 


"We are not worried about our 
crew,"' Mr. Woodrow said 
re- 
cently," whenever we announce 
that we 
are 
re-opening 
they 
flock back to their posts. 
Other 
mills are 
reluctant 
employees 
because 
to use our 
they 
know 
they will lose "some of their best 
workers when our plants are re- 
opened." 


The general manager said that 
a portion of a government con- 
tract had J)een secured by the 
mill and another contract larger 
than the federal one had been 
signed. 
Several other substantial 
trades are now in progress and 
it is believed that sufficient work 
is in sight to last 
for 
several 
months.

the recent executive order could 
be maintained and enforced and 
if cotton bagging could be used 
to wrap the new crop each year 
In place of the Jute now gener- 
ally used.

Plan of Co-Op 


NEW ORLEANS, Oct. 19.—W 


—Fifteen-cent cotton. 
This Is the objective 
of 
the 
American Cotton Co-Operative As- 
sociation, which has asked the 
government to raise its 10-cent a 
pound loan to 15 cents to fulfill 
the administration's pledge of pre- 
war parity. 
The association also urged the 
government to advance four cents 
a pound to farmers holding the 
plow-up option cotton to prevent 
approximately 2,400,000 bales from 
being sold on the 
market 
by 
farmers needing money. 
The plan proposes that the gov- 
ernment carry through its ten-cent 
loan program and advance an ad- 
ditional loan of five cents to farm- 
ers who crry out the department 
of agriculture's plan for reducing 
next year's acreage. The govern- 
ment would be empowered to sell 
cotton on which loans are made 
when and if the price reaches 18 
cents. 


N. C. Williamson, president of 
the association, said the present 
loan plan will hold the market 
around- the ten cent level, while 
the proposed' 15-cent loan would 
bring it to the parity level.

A good cover crop will 
make soluble a lot of plant food 
that would otherwise be too hard 
for the plants to take up, Mr. 
Miller said. They will improve 
the physical condition of the soil 
in.many ways he said and he is 
urging the farmers to plant more 
eover crops this year than ever. 
A mixture of oats and barley, 
one bushel each to the acre with 
10 or 12 pounds of vetch seed, 
makes an excellent cover crop, 
Mr. Miller said. The oats and 
barley should 
be planted 
first 
then the vetch seed harrowed in 
as vetch is not to be planted too 
deep. 
Oats alone make a good cover 
crop, he said. A mixture of oats 
and wheat with about the same 
mixture of vetch as used with 
oats and barley. Is also good.

Any of these may be planted 
just as soon as there is sufficient 
moisture to enable the farmers 
to prepare the land.

arliest Christian Missionaries Began Work 
In What Is Now Turkey—Where Civiliza- 
tion Was Saved.—Turkey's Present Role.

Twenty years ago Turkey was, 
as she had been for centuries, a 
center of international unrest, in- 
trigue, foreboding and war. The 
Near East was the world's tinder- 
box. It was there, as Sarajevo, 
that civilization was set afire in 
1914. In fact, the Near East, and 
Asia Minor especially, has always 
been pivotal in world affairs. 
It 


Was . there that the Roman Em- 
pire and western civilization were 
saved, after the Barbarians 
overrun Rome and Europe.

In strange paradox, it is in Tur- 
key today, which is practically 
conterminous with Asia Minor, 
that world peace and progress 
have their strongest citadel. Tur- 
key i» one nation that is actively 
pursuing peace. It has ended the 
centuries-old strife with Greece 
by a comprehensive covenant. On 
'the day of ratification, at Ankara, 
I saw Premier Veniselos and Pre- 
mier Ismet Paska kiss each other 
ID public. Turkey has also form- 
ed a Balkan confederation to in- 
sure peace and stability. In this 
old Bible Land, a force for hu- 
man welfare has arisen which puts 
to shame the militaristic plottlngs 
of Europe. 
The Grand Strategy 


Not all part* of the earth's sur- 
face are equally important, in the 
progress of history. Strategic sig- 
nificance always has been attach- 
ed to the Near East' There has 
not been a scheme of world con- 
quest for five thousand years, that 
has not either centered in or Im- 
pinged upon Bible 
Lands. 
All 
grand strategy must reckon with 
the Near East. 
There was real statesmanship in

I have visited all of these Asia 
Minor cities where Paul and Bar- 
nabas pioneered.

All of 
the places except Iconlum, which 
is the modern railway center of 
Konla, are now either ruins or else 
miserable villages. But in Paul's 
day they were centers of commer- 
cial life and of intellectual life, 
beacons which shed light afar. 


In some of 
these Asia Minor 
cities there are memories of mod- 
ern missionaries who deserve to 
be bracketed with Paul. (How for- 
tunate the American Board, to 
bo the only missionary organiza- 
tion with Asia Minor for its field:) 
In Konia, Miss Cushman during 
the war enacted a role which en- 
titles her to be called the most 
romantic and heroic female figure 
of that tragic era. Her story Is al- 
most an incredible as that of her 
apostolic predecessors from An- 
tioch. 


Just now, the cause of Christian 
missions is in a slump, under fire 
from friends and foes, and ham- 
strung, by a curtailment of finan- 
cial support. Today is a good time 
to go back to Antioch, to learn 
anew that the Duke of Wellington 
called "The Church's marching or- 
ders."

J. N. Garitty presided at the 
meeting and in his introduction 
of the subject announced that the 
plan had no connection with the 
temporary Home .Owners' Loan 
corporation, formed to relieve dis- 
tressed property. 
: 


In outlining the plans, Mr. Ma- 
son said that he and his associ- 
ates came to Corsicana for their 
first work in Texas .because of 
the progressive character of the 
community 
and 
because 
there 
appeared to- be -a - need of home 
financing in this community from 
information 
available 
at 
Wash- 
ington, that was not being served 
at present. 
He said that there 
was np purpose in going into a 
community that was adequately 
served by .existing agencies. 
Appropriate Large Sum. 


Mr. Mason 
pointed out 
that 
Congress 
has 
appropriated 
the 


sum of. $100,000,000 to be used 
in co-operating on a 
fifty-fifty 
basis in the revival of building 
activities and the consequent re- 
vival of other avenues of busi- 
ness. 
He said that the associa- 
tion would be home owned, op- 
erated and managed, and that 
while the government would par- 
ticipate on an, equal basis up to 
$100,000 
that 
the 
government 
would take the 
same 
position 
as a private member except that 
its Block would be preferred only 
for liquidation purposes. He said 
that 
government 
officials 
real- 
ized that local management was 
more reliable 
than 
"absentee" 
policies and that all policies and 
busniess would be made and .car- 
ried out in the local community.

The plan was also presented 
as an opportunity for long-term 
building financing, -and not: in 
any manner in competition to the 
short term business now carried 
on through the banks. 


Mr. Mason declared that natur- 
ally there were difficulties to be 
faced in every. community, and

ventory and sales thereof for each 
such district and the proper rela- 
tionship between such gasoline in- 
ventories and sales thereof for 
each such district will be determ- 
ined. 


"The planning and co-ordination 
committee is hereby authorized 
pursuant to article IV of said node 
to reccommend to each and every 
refiner in the United States gaso- 
line inventories, current runs and 
or gasoline manufacture required 
to maintain proper gasoline in- 
ventories in 'each district as here- 
inbefore determined, and said com- 
mittee Is further authorized to 
make use of such associations, re 
gional or other committees, or oth- 
er agencies as it may deem prop- 
er to determine such recommen- 
dations and 
secure 
compliance 
therewith. 


In order that the storage of gas- 
oline may be limited to a quantity 
not in excess of that required to 
meet the variation resulting from

Despite assurance of Judge Duer 
and State's Attorney Robins to the 
governor "that there would be no 
trouble,' 'a mob began -collecting 
early last night outside the jail.

was received with jeers, 
Tear Gag Ineffective. 
Shortly after their departure, the 


mob, 
began pressing the police 
lines around the jail. The

cers retreated to the jail door and 
then tossed tear gas bombs at the 
attackers. 
Pausing only a few minutes, the 


mob got two pieces 
of 
timber 


from a nearby lumber yard and 
rushed 
toward 
the 
outer steel 


floors, battering them down. The 
second jail doors were opened 
from out inside. 
Deputy Sheriff Norman Dryden 
warden of the jail, said some men 
took .the keys out of his pocket, 
adding "I was just scared they 
were going to get the wrong man."

peared on the scene and tried to 
persuade the invaders to leave but 
they pressd on to the scond floor 
and soon returned with the negro 
He was gashed on the head and 
chest but made no outcry. 
Partly pulling him on a run and 
partly' dragging him in the road 
the mob led him out the main 
street to the home of Judge Duer 
There was no large tree there, so 
thy threw the rope over a limb 
of an oak tree on the adjoining 
lawn. 
Body Was Burned. 


Armwood was limp when the mob 
reached the tree and apparently 
was dead. 
After the men failed in an at- 
tempt to set fire to what remain 
ed of his trousers, the negro was 
dropped to the ground and drag 
ged to the main intersection where 
the body was < saturated with gaso- 
line and set fire. 
The rope was 
cut into short pieces and distrib- 
uted as Bourvenirs. 
The body laid in the street sev- 
eral hours as local undertakers 
refused to touch it. Finally state 
police put It in a truck and took 
it away. 
Judge Duer later said he was 


"badly mistaken in my judgement 
of what would happen," but State's 
Attorney 
Robins 'could 
not 
be 


reached. 
Governor Ritchie In Annapolis, 
said "I am shocked eyond expres- 
sion at this horrible lynching." 
He offered the services of the 
state police and other state agen- 
cies to assist in the investigation 
and asked Charles D. Gather, po- 
lice commlslsoner of Baltimore to 
send several of the city's detec- 
tives to "render all the assistance 
they could."
